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Nixon Arrives 
In Yugoslavia 


To Talk to Tito 


Visit to Belgrade 
First in History 
By U.S. President 


B E L G R A D E , Yugoslavia 


(AP) — President and Mrs. Nix- 
on came to Yugoslavia today 
and were warmly welcomed by 
President Tito and his wife, fel- 
low partisans in World War II. 


There were no speeches at the 


airport, and a minimum of flags 
on the drive into Belgrade since 
this country had just come 
through a day of mourning for 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of Egypt. 


Tito was a close friend of Nas- 


ser but decided to forgo attend- 
ance at his funeral Thursday in 
order to carry out the schedule 
arranged for the Nixons. The 
Middle East situation will figure 
in the two leaders' talks. 


This is the first visit by a U.S. 


president to Communist Yugo- 
slavia. 


Air Force One appeared out of 


a cloudless blue sky. The Titos 
had arrived at the airport about 
15 minutes earlier. They passed 
by a huge banner saying "Dob- 
rodosli President Nikson" in 
Serbo-Croat, along with its Eng- 
lish equivalent of welcome. 


Mrs. Nixon was wearing a 


bright red coat which set off the 
dress of the honor guard of 
100—bright blue jackets, red 
striped pants, black boots and 
white gloves. They also carried 
fixed bayonets. 


President Nixon shook hands 


with a long line of officials and 
appeared ready to make a short 
talk but Tito moved him toward 
his car, a black Mercedes with 
the top removed. Officials later 
explained that airport speeches 
are not customary when distin- 
guished visitors arrive here. 


Tight Security 


Security was tight, and in 


downtown 
Belgrade 
police 


prowled the roofs of buildings. 
At a hotel overlooking Terazije 
Square all windows were or- 
dered closed. Small American 
flags had beefl handed out. 


It took about 45 minutes to 


ride from the 'airport to a palace 
which was the Nixons' overnight 
home. Signs along the way pro- 
claimed "peace and equitable 
cooperation between the United 
States and Yugoslavia 


The U.S. chief executive flew 


here from Naples, Italy, where 
he reaffirmed the American 
commitment to the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization. 


Theoretically, Nixon penetrat- 


ed the "Iron Curtain" in coming 
to Yugoslavia, but this country 
differs in many respects from 
the blind allegiance to commu- 
nism envisaged by Sir Winston 
Churchill when he used that 
term. For one thing, many 
forms of private enterprise are 
encouraged here, and Tito since 
1948 has steered a course often 
differing from mat of the Soviet 
Union.

Heads of State in 
Egypt for Funeral

CAIRO (AP) — Kings and 


presidents arriving in Cairo to- 
day for Gamal Abdel Nasser's 
state funeral found a city that 
was strangely quiet. Its only 
noises were the sounds of Mos- 
lem chants that the Egyptian 
president's soul is at peace with 
Allah. 


As they arrived, the foreign 


leaders were driven to the Cairo 
suburb of Kubbeh to view Nas- 
ser's body as it lay in state in 
Kubbeh Palace, the presidential 
residence. The funeral will be 
Thursday, with burial in a pub- 
lic mosque five mites from the 
palace. 


Soviet Premier Alexei N. Ko- 


sygin was weeping as he left his 
plane Tuesday night. He was 
embraced by Anwar Sadat, the 
acting Egyptian president, and 
Gen. Mohammed Fawzi, com- 
mander-in-chief of Egypt's mili- 
tary, their eyes reddened by 
tears.

Damascus radio said 
"the 


roar of explosions can be clear- 
ly heard from the Syrian bor- 
der." 


The Palestinian charge came 


after an Arab committee named

11-day civil war an- 


nounced in Amman that fighting 
dad ended and calm prevailed 
throughout the kingdom.

declared its willingness to ex- 
tend the cease-fire with Egypt.

Appleton's C/ry Ha// in a Word: Old

On Franklin Street between 


Appleton and Oneida streets 
looms a 73-year-old red sand- 
stone relic, Appleton's Monu- 
ment to Making-Do. 


The old Lincoln School, ded- 


icated in 1873, became Apple- 
ton City Hall in 1939 after 
extensive remodeling under 
the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion's WPA make-work pro- 
gram of the Depression. 


The old school bell still is 


there, perched mute in the 
belfry among the pigeon fea- 
thers and accumulated grime 
of decades. 


The attic itself is a clutter- 


ed, dusty loft that serves .as 
the City Archives. Up here 
with the piegons and an oc- 
casional bat, departments de- 
posit the files and parapher- 
nalia they can't accommodate 
in their offices on the build- 
ing's three main floors below. 


Conditions in the rest of the 


building vary from adequate 
to c r a m p e d . Department 
heads speak freely when ask- 
ed about inefficiencies and 
obstacles to smooth function- 
ing in their offices. 


And periodically their com- 


plaints touch off another in a 
round of sporadic, inconclu- 
sive suggestions for finding 
better .quarters for the nerve 
center of city government. 


But, so far nothing concrete 


has been done, except for an 
occasional attempt to make 
life more bearable in the 
present building. 


In the past few years, for 


instance, the city spent about 
?12,000 first for room air 
conditioners and this summer 
OT improving heating system 
controls. 


Office Switch 


And there was Mayor 


George Buckley's

ning offices, cramming the 
Welfare Department into a 
single room and giving the 
planning agency five rooms 
including one cubicle that is 
unused for the most part.

The city attorney and'per- 


sonnel director are separated 
in one corner of the basement 
by thin partitions that block 
vision, but don't necessarily 
hamper passage of sound.

occupies three rooms with a 
connected vault in the base- 
ment, with a director-and six 
employes sharing the same 
amount of space as some 
other departments where as 
few as three people all but 
rattle around in the open.

scattered in three areas, with 
the field survey crew in a 
basement room while design 
engineers and draftsmen oc- 
cupy a second:floor room 
across the hall from the city 
engineer and office help.

load.

These are some of the prom 


ises from a unique new research 
facility, the Biotron at the Uni 
versity of Wisconsin here. I 
contains 48 rooms, ranging from 
closet-sized to a two-story room 
in which almost any environ- 
ment can be produced, and kepi 
under control by individual 
computers. 


Temperatures can be pre 


scribed from arctic cold to de- 
sert heat. A room may be kept 
bright with continuous daylight, 
or black with 24-hour night, or 
any proportion of each. Air may 
be kept mountain-pure or inten- 
tionally tainted with ingredients 
of smog or other chemicals. Hu- 
midity comes at order.

breezes and winds of hurricane 
force. You can prescribe cycles 
of daily or seasonal change for 
growing things. 


Simulates Environments 


The $4.8-million Biotron Labo- 


ratory was dedicated recently 
with scientists stressing that an 
essential requirement for solv- 
ing complex problems of envi- 
ronment is first to learn what is 
really going on in the interac- 
tions of man, his land, air, wa- 
ter, climate, plants and ani- 
mals. The ability to simulate 
different environments and to 
set up and alter experimental 
conditions becomes a powerful 
tool. 


Eight years in planning and 


construction, the Biotron was 
paid for by the National Science 
Foundation, the National Insti- 
tutes of Health, the Ford Foun- 
dation, and State of Wisconsin. 
It is available for scientists 
from United States and foreign 
universities, government and in- 
dustry—with a cost of 10 cents 
per square foot per day, or 15 
cents if the chosen climate runs 
below freezing. 


Some research began in May 


three years ago, with a smor- 
gasbord of projects either com- 
pleted, now in progress, or 
scheduled. 


Many Studies 


They include the effects of ex- 


treme heat or extreme cold on 
the growth of cancers in ani- 
mals; how to keep germs out of 
sausage during the curing proc- 
ess; the effect of acute cold and 
prolonged exhaustive work on 
humans; hormonal control of 
plant growth and development; 
causes of Asian flu; the im- 
provement of protein content of 


ers and lakes is sought by Dr. 
G. C. Gerloff of Wisconsin it/ re- 
search analyzing the content of 
nitrogen, phosphorus, calcium 
and other elements in plants 
taken from lakes. He's trying to 
establish what the minimum 
amounts of such nutrients are 
for

plants. So far, he says, he finds 
that trace elements—nutrients

amounts—seem more important 
in promoting growth than had 
been suspected. 


Bean Warning 


Maybe bean plants could be- 


come a kind of environmental 
canary, warning of some pollu- 
;iofl or stress in the environ- 
ment at a very early stage, 
much like canaries were taken 
into coal mines to detect any 
presence of dangerous gases. 


This is a project of Dr. Theo- 


dore W. Tibbitts, University of 
W i s c o n s i n horticulturalist, 
who's growing bean plants now 
under 24-hour illumination. 


Ordinarily bean plants follow 


a 24-hour cycle of dropping their 
eaves to "sleep" and raising 
hem again when the plant's 
'awake." Under constant light- 
ng, they follow a 27-hour cycte, 
and in movies taken under 
ime-lapse 
photography, 
the 


plants resemble birds in flight 
with flapping wings. 


He is trying to establish ex- 
ictly what bean plants ordinari- 
y do, on the premise that varia- 
tions in their behavior could 
upply clues to environmental 
stresses.

(MPAA). 


The ruling is aimed at a Ken- 


osha ordinance, against which 
two parents had complained. 


The parents had said they had 


chaperoned some teen-agers to 
a movie which the MPAA had 
billed as adult entertainment, 
and had been told by the theater 
thev couldn't buy tickets 


The suit before Reynolds was 


sponsored by the American Civil 
Liberties Union. 


State legislators were asked 


last year for a state statute 
aJong the same lines. The bill 
died after legislators questioned 
whether it was proper for a 
state to give statutory authority 
to a classification governed by 
private industry. 


The Kenosha ordinance pro 


hibited minors from attending 
movies which the MPAA adver- 
tised as "R" or "X " 


Reynolds ordered Kenosha to 


cease enforcing the ordinance. 
He said the ordinance wrongful- 
Iv delegated a legislative re- 
sponsibility to the MPAA.

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Nixon Arrives 
In Yugoslavia 


To Talk to Tito 


Visit to Belgrade 
First in History 


By U.S. President 


B E L G R A D E , Yugoslavia 


(AP) — President and Mrs. Nix- 
on came to Yugoslavia today 
and were warmly welcomed by 
President Tito and his wife, fel- 
low partisans in World War II. 


There were no speeches at the 


airport, and a minimum of flags 
on the drive into Belgrade since 
this country had just come 
through a day of mourning for 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of Egypt. 


Tito was a close friend of Nas- 


ser but decided to forgo attend- 
ance at his funeral Thursday in 
order to carry out the schedule 
arranged for the Nixons. The 
Middle East situation will figure 
in the two leaders' talks. 


This is the first visit by a U.S. 


president to Communist Yugo- 
slavia. 


Air Force One appeared out of 


a cloudless blue sky. The Titos 
had arrived at the airport about 
15 minutes earlier. They passed 
by a huge banner saying "Dob- 
rodosli President Nikson" in 
Serbo-Croat, along with its Eng- 
lish equivalent of welcome. 


Mrs. Nixon was wearing a 


bright red coat which set off the 
dress of the honor guard of 
l(HM>right blue jackets, red 
striped pants, black boots and 
white gloves. They also carried 
fixed bayonets. 


President Nixon shook hands 


with a long line of officials and 
appeared ready to make a short 
talk but Tito moved him toward 
his car, a black Mercedes with 
the top removed. Officials later 
explained that airport speeches 
are not customary when distin- 
guished visitors arrive here. 


Tight Security 


Security was tight, and in 


downtown 
Belgrade 
police 


prowled the roofs of buildings. 
At a hotel overlooking Terazije 
Square all windows were or- 
dered closed. Small American 
flags had been handed out. 


It took about 45 minutes to 


ride from the airport to a palace 
which was the Nixons' overnight 
home. Signs along the way pro- 
claimed "peace and equitable 
cooperation between the United 
States and Yugoslavia 


The U.S. chief executive flew

North makes his first re- 


sponse „ in his longest suit, 
hearts. When he hears his 
partner's rebid of one spade, 
he knows the partnership has 
an adequate trump suit and 
enough points to offer a good 
play for game. 


In support of a spade con- 


tract, North has 12 high-card 
points and three distributional 
points (In support of partner, 
the singleton in a side suit is 
evaluated as t^ree points). 
Note that the direct leap to 
game is correct rather than a 
jump to three spades, which 
would jie interpreted as an 
invitational bid. 


Declarer notes the opening 


lead and studies the dummy 
before play to the' first trick. 
He makes a mental note of 
the fact that West must have 
length and solidity in the 
heart suit, otherwise he might 
have selected a lead other 
than dummy's first bid suit. 


Declarer now counts his 


sure tricks. Four spade fricks. 
three aces and the king of 
clubs total eight tricks. He 
must develep two more tricks 
to assume fulfillment of his 
contract. What are the possi- 
bilities? 


Is there any chance of 


establishing the heart or the 
diamond suits for enough win- 
ners? No. This hand is not in 
the category of suit establish- 
ment while maintaining trump 
control (A defender's posses- 
sion of four trumps would 
cause declarer to lose control 
of the ban!.) 


Declarer should plan on 


making his trumps separately 
by ruffing Ms diamond losers 
in the dummy aad ruffing 
• dummy's hearts in his hand. 


Declarer, therefore, wins 


the opening lead with the 
heart ace, cashes ifoe ace and 
king of dubs, cashes the ace 
of diamonds, and then pro- 
ceeds to raff the red suits. 


Note one important aspect 


in playing the band for a 
crossruff. Declarer cashes his 
side-suit high cards, in this 
case the ace and king of 
clubs, before be starts the 
crossruff. If he did not do 
ihis. East would be able to 
discard dubs on the fourth 
and frftb round of hearts, and 
then be in a position to raff 
declarer's high dubs. 


Note further that declarer 


does not touch the trump suit 
when be intends to play for a 
crossruff; be n e e d s the 
trumps for ruffing losers 


As a defender, you should 


be aware of declarer's strat- 
egy io the play of a crossruff, 
and you should lean to leading 


trumps at every opportunity 
when you have good reason to 
suspect that declarer's plan 
will be a cross-ruff.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I cannot 


discuss this with my own doc 
tor, and much less with my 
friends, if I wish to keep them, 
that is. 


I have reason to believe that I 


am a typhoid carrier, and 
besides, I work in a school 
cafeteria. 


Would a routine blood and 


urine test indicate a carrier, or 
would it be necessary to exam- 
ine the feces as was done when 
members of the family had the 
disease during World War II? — 
No Name. 


I don't know whether this is 


from a man or woman, but 
probably a woman, I suspect. 
There was no return address. 


All I can do is direct my reply 


here to "No Name." 


Leave your mends out of this 


— but by all means discuss the 
matter with your doctor. TeU 
him why you think you may be 
a carrier. 


Today we can treat typhoid 


more effectively than we coulc 
years ago. We keep it under 
control because of all we've 
learned about making food anc 
water safe. 


But typhoid remains, a dread-

fill disease if it gets started. 
You worry about keeping your 
friends — but if you start an 
epidemic among them, what 
then? A search for a carrier 
would doubtless be instituted, 
and you might then be exposed 
as the carrier. No, don't run 
that risk.

nothing of the menace you are

Stool (or feces) analysis is 


necessary to detect the presence 
of the germ in carriers - the 
carrier isn't sick, but the ty- 
phoid germs continue to exist 
and proliferate. 


Likewise do not rely on a 


single test. Several may be 
necessary to detect the germ 
or, alternatively, to be sure that 
it is not present. 


Carriers 
often harbor the 


germ in the gall bladder, and 
from there it can, of course, be 
carried through the intestinal 
tract. Over three-quarters of 
carriers terminate their germ- 
carrying condition by removal 
of the gall bladder. 
Large 


doses of antibiotics for af kast 
six weeks also are effective. 


If you are, indeed, a typhoid 


carrier, there are the means to 
stop you from being a carrier. 
It is long past the time, when, 
as with "Typhoid Mary," there 
was nothing to do but isolate 
her. 


But for your own peace of 


mind, for the safety of your 
friends and the protection of the 
youngsters in school, you surely 
must be checked — and at once. 


Typhoid is a relatively un- 


common disease today, but 
there are still carriers, and the 
danger will break out unless we 
continue constant vigilance. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I had a

>een taking a pill, diethylstil- 
besterol, but am having a lot of 
discomfort in the breast area, 
and the breasts have developed, 
oo. Can anything be done?

Discovery that diethylstitilbes- 
erol, a drug which acts much 
ike the female hormone, estro- 
gen, would suppress the growth 


of prostatic cancer was one of 
the great advances in cancer 
control. 


However, some of the side 


effects are those you are ex- 
periencing — enlargement of 
the breasts and tenderness. 
Your doctor might be able to 
alter the dosage, but other than 
that there is nothing to be done. 
The benefits outweigh the side 
effects. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: 
Are 


steam baths bad for arthritis? 
It seems to flare up after one of 
these baths. - H.P. 


Ordinarily heat soothes arthri- 


tis, so I would guess that this 
probably is coincidence in your 
case. 


Arthritis sufferers can be

• Tomorrow marks the begin- 
ning of the Jewish New Year 
and the first day of the festival 
called Rosh Hashanah. .On this 
holiday, at synagogues and tem- 
ples throughout the world, the 
sounding of the shofar, 
the 


ram's horn trumpet, is a tradi- 
tional ritual with deep meaning. 


Worshippers are reminded of 


their religious duties as decreed 
in ancient times that the year's 
beginning be a "memorial blow- 
ing of trumpets, a holy convoca- 
tion." It is the beginning of a 10- 
day period of solemn contem- 
plation and festive celebration 
which ends on the high holy day 
of Yom Kippur, Oct. 10. 


After the service, Rosh Hash- 


anah is devoted to an exchange 
of • good wishes for the 
New 


Year ahead with a feast await- 
ing the celebrants in- the even- 
ing. There are good things to 
eat in every Jewish home 
throughout the holidays, particu- 
larly foods made with honey in 
symbol of sweetness for the 
year ahead. 


In most homes, the feast 


starts with gefilte fish as a first 
course. Chicken soup with kre- 
plach, delicious meat dump- 
lings, is served along with roast 
turkey or chicken and challah, 
the - traditional b r a i d e d egg 
bread. Dessert can be honey- 
cake, or Honey Lekach, served 
with fruit and coffee. 


Sweets are kept on hand for 


serving to guests throughout the 
New Year season. The children 
look forward to the rich snacks 
and cookies. The Day of Atone- 
ment — Yom Kippur — is a day 
of-fasting, but after the evening 
''service, honey ' cake often - is'- 
served again with, fruit and 
coffee. 


These recipes today are tradi-

BAKED GEFILTE FISH 
3 pounds ground fish

Pork Heads Shoppers' List 


Protein foods listed as plenti- 


ful this week are broiler- 
fryers, fresh pork, canned 
salmon and dry beans. Pork 
heads the list because supplies 
are running about 10 per cent 
above a year ago. 
. Foods which are expected hi 
. abundant supply make this U. 
S. pepartment" of'Agriculture 
listing which is 'released 
. monthly to the food trade and 
to the public. If supplies are 
adequate nationally and local 
suppliers have them stocked 
they are expected to be offer- 
ed to consumers at a favor- 
able p r i c e , according to 
Rosemary Stare, consumer 
marketing specialist at the 
University of Wisconsin. 


Many foods listed, such as 


dry beans, appear almost all 
year long. Others may be 
noted just one month of the 
year. Usually poor weather, a 
sparse crop, disease, strikes, 
or transportation 
problems 


are soon reflected in higher 
prices. Also, an abundant crop 
and new storage techniques 
may lower prices. 


Comparing the broiler-fryer 


supply with last October indi- 
cates that it will probably be 
five per cent higher than a 
year ago. That is expected to 
be reflected in lower prices. 
Eggs, too, are about four per 
cent more abundant than a* 
year ago. Prices will stay 
reasonable for most of this 
month. 


Beef may come down slight- 


ly from last week. Still the 
most economical cuts are the 
chuck, ground beef and beef 
liver. 


Apples are top quality and 


a3so plentiful. Although the 
1970 
crop is to be slightly 


under last year, ft wfll exceed 
all other previous crops for 
the past 30 years. Wisconsin 
grown and others are on the 
market Both Beacon and 
Wealthy, early varieties, are 
stifl around. The Mclntosh 
variety is plentiful, and Deli- 
ckms. Jonathan and Cortlands 
are hi the market now. Eating 
quality of the Red Delicious 
usually improves later in the 
season. 


Both apple juke and apple- 


sauce are listed on the plenti- 
ful food list now, too. This is a 
result of 1he abundant crop 
last year. Canned peaches and 
dried prunes are the other 
fruits on the list 


BaiUett pears are excellent 


eating quality now. Use when 
a go]r>JJ yellow color — don't 
lei them get too ripe or they'll 
turn soft. Bananas continue 
reasonable. Both Tokay and 
Thompson Seedless grapes are 
good qualify and moderate in 
prce. 


In vegetables, onions and 


potatoes head the best bay 
list. The onion crop is 7 pa- 
cent above the large crop a 
yttr ago. The fan potato crop 
Is about 3 per- cent largo- than

Cabbage, c a r r o t s and 


squash are other local grown 
vegetables which top the good 
quality and good price list.

quality. Lettuce, green pep- 
pers and cucumbers are on 
the moderate side.

Proper Buying, Cooking 
Beats Potato Problems 


If you have 
experienced 


problems with the buying and 
storing of potatoes, Outa- 
gamie Extension Home Econ- 
omist Mrs. Alice Schultz has a 
few hints that may stem the 
dilemma. 


Here is a check list for the 


buying of potatoes. 


Best quality potatoes are 


firm, s m o o t h , and well 
shaped. They are free from 
cuts, blemishes and decay. 


Look for potatoes that are 


reasonably clean. It's hard to 
judge the quality of potatoes 
covered with dirt. Washed 
potatoes may be found in 
some markets. 


Avoid potatoes that show 


green color on some part of 
the surface. Green portions 
have a bitter taste. 


For the least waste ia 


paring, select potatoes that 
are regular in shape and have 
shallow eyes. 


Before buying a large quan- 


tity of potatoes it is wise to 
buy a small sample first and 
try them to see if they have 
the c o o k i n g qualities you 
want Usually it is impossible 
to predict 
cooking quality 


from the a p p e a r a n c e of 
potatoes and, except for pota- 
toes labeled as bakers, 
cooking quality is seldom in- 
dicated on potato labels. 


Most bomemakers like medi- 


um size potatoes best 
fcr 


general use. It is easy w 
estimate prtions with pota- 
toes of this size and there is 
less waste in paring than 
there is with small potatoes 
Small potatoes are sometimes 
preferred for boiling whole, 
large potatoes for baking. 


If you have been troubled 


with "the storing of potatoes. 
here is another check list to 
follow. 


Stored p r o p e r l y in the 


home, late-crop potatoes wfl: 


, keep for several months. Ear- 


cooks in 
sevon 
minutes 


ty-crop potatoes wfll keep for 
several weeks. 


Look the potatoes over be- 


fore storing them. Set aside 
any that are bruised or crack- 
ed to use first. 


Keep potatoes in a cool, 


dark place. For best keeping 
and cooking quality, store at 
temperatures of 45 to 50 
degrees. Higher temperatures 
are likely to cause sprouting 
and shriveling. Lower temper- 
atures for even a week or two 
may cause potatoes to develop 
a sweet taste because some of 
the starch in the potatoes 
changes to sugar. Potatoes 
that have become excessively 
sweet in storing .can be im- 
proved hi flavor by keeping 
them at room temperature (70 
to 80 degrees) for a week or 
two before using them. Pota- 
toes should be kept in the 
dark because light causes 
greening of the skin and the 
flesh under the skin. This 
greening lowers eating quali- 
ty- 


Because potatoes keep bet- 


ter if there is some circula- 
tion of air around them, they 
should never be stored in an 
air-tight container. 


Don't place potatoes on a 


damp cellar floor. Put a 
board or some other kind of 
insulating material between 
potatoes and floor.

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Nasser Leaves a Power Vacuum 


Premier Nasser's sudden death of a 


heart attack in Cairo at the age of 52 was 
shocking in itself, but the power vacuum 
which it leaves both in Egypt and in the 
Arab world-vastly deepens the crisis in 
the Middle East. 


The coincidental timing of his death 


emphasizes this point. The world press 
was describing his successful in- 
tervention to settle the Jordanian civil 
war at the very moment that the fatal 
heart attack seized him. 
Monday's 


newspapers carried the picture of 
Nasser beaming as King Hussein of 
Jordan shook hands with the Palestine 
guerrilla leader, Yasir Arafat.' 


Because Nasser's government in 


Egypt was a one-man government it is 
difficult to speculate on who or what 
manner of man or men will succeed him. 
The most logical possibility is that a 
group of his close advisers will form a 
caretaker government but that even- 
tually a new strong man will emerge. 
When a man like Nasser seizes and holds 
power through his personal popularity 
with the masses of the people it is 
unlikely that those people will long 
submit to government by committee. 


But far more important td the in- 


terests of the United States is the fact 


that the one man who wielded a sem- 
blance of unifying force among the 
jealous and quarrelsome Arab states is 
gone. And there is absolutely no other 
man to replace him in that context. 


As much as we in the United States 


distrusted Nasser and disliked his close 
ties with the Russians, we could at least 
negotiate with him as a representative of 
the Arab world. It was Nasser who 
agreed to the American proposal for a 
cease-fire with Israel and persuaded 
other Arab states to go along. 


Compared to many other Arab 


leadefs Nasser could be classified as a 
moderate. His closest counterpart is 
King Hussein of Jordan but Hussein has 
just escaped, literally with his life, in his 
confrontation with the guerrillas and he 
is in no position to take over Arab 
leadership where Nasser has left off. 


So in reality this leaves Israel, United 


Nations negotiator Gunnar Jarring and 
the United States no one to negotiate 
with in any attempt to arrive at a set- 
tlement between Israel and the Arab 
states. 


The danger in the situation is thatthe 


extremist guerrillas forces will take ad- 
vantage of the power vacuum to press 
their war against Israel, and that Israel 
will respond in kind. 


A Reef Sub Base in Cuba ? 


The warning from Washington that 


the United States is very concerned 
about the possibility that Russia is 
building a submarine base in Cuba is 
important. The announcement said that 
"the Soviet Union can be under no doubt 
that we would view the establishment of 
a strategic base in the Caribbean with 
the utmost seriousness" and it brought 
out a statement by the late President 
Kennedy at the time of the missile crisis 
that "if all offensive weapons are 
removed from Cuba and kept out of the 
hemisphere in the future, under 
adequate verification and safeguards, 
and if Cuba is not used for the export of 
aggressive Communist purposes, there 
will be peace in the Caribbean." 


The latter statement has not been 


completely borne out. There was a civil 
war in the Dominican Republic which 
could not be completely attributed to 
Cuban efforts to export its philosophy 
although that may have been involved. 
The dictatorship in Haiti continues to be 
brutal and oppressive but has not been 
extended to any other country. There 
was even a revolt among some islanders 
against British rule but it has been 
worked out with a compromise. The 
important factor in both the missile 
crisis of 1962 and the concern about the 
submarine base is the extent of in- 
volvement by the Soviet Union. And this 
brings up the old spheres of influence 
argument which our government denies 
but they exist nevertheless. 


Clearly it appears to be in the in- 


terests of the United States—and 
I perhaps even the peaceful existence of 
C the United States—that the Soviet Union 


•~ not gain any real military power in this 
' hemisphere. But it is equally clear that 


the Soviet Union will continue 
to 


maintain its control in Eastern Europe 
because its leaders believe that is 
essential to their own protection. The 
invasion of Czechoslovakia, repugnant 
though it was, was a demonstration of 
that Russian intent and determination. 
We may increase our trade and 
diplomatic relations with those nations 
as we have with Russia but real in- 
fluence leading to control is out of the 
question without the likelihood of a 
major war. Similarity the Soviet Union 
may continue to have extensive trade 
relations with Cuba and in fact support 
its sugar industry without danger to us. 


The splieres of influence acceptance, 


however, is fuzzy in some other area? 
such as the Middle 
East, 
the 


Mediterranean and in different parts of 
Asia and Africa. It' is difficult to 
determine whether the continued refusal 
of the government in Peking to have 
anything to do with the United States 
comes because of our involvement in 
Vietnam which could be interpreted as a 
threat to China or from the in- 
transigence of the fanatical Communist 
leaders there. 


There has been a growing left wing 


influence in many parts of Latin 
America but how much either the Soviet 
Union or China is involved is difficult to 
determine. In part it is due to the rising 
expectations of the lower classes and the 
unwillingness or inability of present 
governments to meet them. 


The possibility of the submarine base 


comes at a time when it was beginning to 
appear that Cuba and the United States 
might be moving toward a restoration of 
diplomatic and trade relations. But we 
cannot tolerate Soviet bases so close to 
home. 


The Report on Campus Unrest 


'; After the Kent State and Jackson 
State shootings and the demonstrations 
on campuses all over the country; 
President Nixon appointed a 
com- 


mission headed by former Pennsylvania 
Governor William Scranton to study the 
entire problem in depth. The report has 
been issued and what will be interesting 
is whether the President pays any at- 
tention to it. 


The report emphasizes there is 


great unrest on a great many cam- 
puses and this has not been realized 
enough in Washington despite the fact 


.-that a group of Congressmen sent by 
"^President Nixon on the same mission 


earlier told him so. After all. l 5 million 


.^students out of 7.5 million took part in the 
t spring demonstrations, which is a 
^"^izeable percentage and negates the 


argument that only a handful of 
militants are opposed to national 
policies. 


The two dangers the commission 


found are the growing violence and the 
lack of understanding of the unrest The 
violence must be curbed, it stressed, but 
it insists that non-violent dissent is 
healthy and even essential. Issues are 
"obviously, the war in Indochina," 
social justice and the deep feelings of 
minority groups that discrimination 
continues, and differences 
over 


university 
carriculums 
and ad- 


ministrations. 


In an article in The American 


Scholar, Dr. Kenneth Keniston, 
profereor at psychiatry at Yde, points 
out that there is a growing number of 


young men and women of college age 
and beyond "who often vehemently 
challenge the existing order." In part 
affluence is to blame—they can afford 
to. But the reasons are deeper than that. 
There is far more concern about per- 
sonal involvement, of responsibility to 
others, of awareness of social injustices 
that have not been corrected or even 
worked upon for decades, of the im- 
potence of citizens caught up in policies 
of a nation sucked into the Vietnamese 
war. 


In no way can the violence be con- 


doned or actions that prevent others 
from going about their business, 
teaching or attending classes. But those 
who would merely crack down are 
ignoring the fact that the nation has 
made some mistakes and has had some 
failures. Some members of the Nixon 
Administration appear to realize this— 
Secretaries Hickel, Laird and Schulz and 
Presidential advisor Robert Finch. But 
it does not yet seem to have reached the 
White House and certainly not Mr. 
Agnew who in Milwaukee once more 
charged that a policy of 
"per- 


missiveness" on the campus was the 
cause of all the touble. 


President Nixon has already refused 


to accept the report of the commission 
on pornography but he can rationalize 
that because he appointed only one 
member to that board. But if he refuses 
to accept the Scranton commission 
findings he might as well stop appointing 
study groups and make all his decisions 
in the isolation of the White House or 
from visits to "safe" areas of the nation.

James R. Morgan, the 


secretary 
of the 
State 


Department of Revenue, 
distributed data showing the 
numbers of very high income 
state taxpayers during the last 
seven years and the trends in 
their taxable incomes over the 
same period. 


It is necessary to observe 


that Morgan holds one of the 
key jobs,vin the Knowles ad- 
ministration. In the new 
cabinet structure of the major 
state administrative branches 
he serves without tenure and 
at the pleasure of the in- 
cumbent governor. He is 
generally regarded as one of 
the most carefully non- 
political chiefs of the sensitive 
state tax administration who 
have served it in its long 
history.

Moreover, both totals declined 
from the previous year, un- 
doubtedly reflecting the 
depressed securities market 
and their investment earn- 
ings. 


Won't Achieve Revenues 
Remembering that those 


taxpayers are also subject to 
far heavier bites by the In- 
ternal Revenue Service, it is 
obvious that even a rise on 
taxation of the rich to con- 
fiscatory levels would not 
achieve the new revenues the 
state in some quarters is 
believed to need. 


Democrats have broadly 


suggested that if they have the 
power to do so they will lift the 
ceiling of 10 per cent in state 
tax liability that now applies 
to all taxable income over 
$14,000 yearly. 


No realistic analysts of the 


outlook can seriously doubt' 
that the state will raise in- 
come taxes again and soon. If 
Democrats and Republicans 
differ, as is likely, it will be in 
degree. 


But it is necessary to ap- 


preciate that the source 
cannot only be the high in- 
come earners — whatever 
illusions have been so deeply 
implanted. There are not 
enough 
of them. Their 


aggregate income is not 
sufficient, except at con- 
fiscatory rates which even the 
most dedicated Democrat 
would not be able to achieve. 


Least Reliable Levy 


In the unlikely event that the 


tax rates on incomes over 
$14,000 are raised by a 
punitive 10 per cent, for 
example, and corporation 
taxes doubled, the returns 
would not cover the half billion 
dollar gain that is talked 
about. There is also the 
demonstrable factor that the 
rich and the modestly situated 
taxpayers tend to earn less in 
times of economic recession— 
and that the income tax is 
therefore the least reliable of 
the prime levies. 


The people of Wisconsin can 


look into their mirrors to learn 
who will bear the burden of the 
additional state levies that 
loom — without regard to the 
label worn by the next 
governor. It is us, all of us, as 
the politicians know better 
than anyone.

Nixon Arrives 
In Yugoslavia 


To Talk to Tito 


Visit to Belgrade 
First in History 
By U.S. President 


B E L G R A D E , Yugoslavia 


(AP) 
— The first American 


president to visit Yugoslavia, 
Richard M. Nixon arrived in 
Belgrade today for talks with 
President Tito. 


The Middle East situation was 


high on their list of topics. Tito 
is a leader in the so-called nona- 
ligned world, owing allegiance 
to neither superpower, and was 
a close friend of Gamal Abdel 
Nasser. But he decided to forgo 
the Egyptian president's funeral 
Thursday in order to hold to his 
schedule and receive Nixon. 


The U.S. chief executive flew 


here from Naples, Italy, where 
he reaffirmed 
the American 


commitment to the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization. 


Theoretically, Nixon penetrat- 


ed the "Iron Curtain" in coming 
to Yugoslavia, but this country 
differs in many respects from 
the blind allegiance to commu 
nism envisaged by Sir Winston 
Churchill when he used tha 
term. For one thing, many 
forms of private enterprise are 
encouraged here, and Tito since 
1948 has steered a course often 
differing from that of the Soviet 
Union. 


This is the second Communis 


country Nixon has visited. Las' 
year he went to Romania, which 
also has shown independence of 
Moscow in some aspects of its 
domestic and foreign policies.

yond recognition. He was talk- 
ing to an auditorium full of 
college-age people. But he told 
them he was addressing that 
remark to their parents. 


Kunstler g a i n e d national 


prominence — and notoriety 
— as one of the defense 
attorneys at the Chicago Sev- 
en conspiracy trial. He is free 
on $15,000 bail pending an 
appeal of a four-year and 13- 
day contempt sentence passed 
on him by Judge Julius Hoff- 
man, 
who presided at the 


Wai. 


The 52-y e a r -o 1 d attorney 


from Manhattan said: "No 
one can condone the death of 
a graduate student. It would 
be ridiculous and mad to do 
so." 


No Need for Violence 


And he said there is no need 


to use violence unless all 
other avenues are exhausted. 
"The violence must be kept at 
a minimum," he said. Kunst- 
ler saw the use of violence as 
a moral decision. 


"Anyone who says he likes 


violence needs a few sessions 
with the shrink," Kunstler 
declared. 


But at the same time he 


argued that "the specter of 
violence that is being raised 
in so many quarters" must 
not be used to "turn the 
national community against 
the students." 


Kunstler told the students 


they are part of a "revolu- 
tionary generation." 


And, he continued, "You 


will have to decide whether 
the society in which you live 
will control you or you will 
have a hand of power in what 
happens to it 


"I ... know that whatever 


hopes there are, are resting 
gingerly in your hands. For 
God's sake, don't let them fall 
out." 


Kunstler's talk was inter- 


rupted several times by ap- 
plause, and he received a long 
standing ovation at the con- 
clusion. 


After his formal address, he 


fielded a long line of questions 
from the students. 


During the course of the 


exchange, he told them that 
the report from the Presi- 
dent's Commission on Campus 
Unrest, released this month, 
was a "sad" and a "tortured" 
study that "has something for 
everybody and very little for 
anybody." He saw the report 
as calling for a cease-fire 
between students and their 
society. 


Strange Times 


And he told them, "We live 


in strange times when broken 
windows are equated with B52 
raids over Vietnam." 


Kunstler told the students 


that their parents "come from 
a generation which has lost 
much of its reason for living 
— a generation that is too 


programmed to change." 


Kunstler talked about hi.?.- 


self. Asked if he considered 
himself a revolutionary, he 
replied, "I have revolutionary 
thoughts. But at this stage, I 
wouldn't dare to say I'm a 
revolutionary." 


He wondered aloud why he 


was selected to be born to a 
set of middle class parents 
who could give him every- 
thing, "whereas from the next 
coupling of two human beings 
came a person fated to die of 
malnutrition at seven years of 
age" 


"I'm caught between so 


many different c u l t u r e s , " 
Kunstler explained.
